Caire (here- 
after referred to as ”RC”) docs not knou if anyone referred Arcacha (hereafter 
referred to as *’SAS'') to him or not. This conversation led to the forention of 
the "Crusade to Free Cuba”, and several prominent people in the city vere in- 
duced to head up the drive. Among these were GILL ?>3LLIM who is the Vice-Presi- 
dent in charge of public relations for the V/hitney Back, An account was opened 
at the Carondelct St, branch of the Vfhitney and several persons were placed cn 
> the signature card, RC says that the card is probably still there as he believe • 
that the account is st’ill open and has a few dollars in it. CARLOS GF.IMADi:.R who 
is an accountant kept the records on this account and probably still has thex,-.^ 
The money raisers had a list of things which the money was supposed to pay for 
but RC says that this was kept neccessarily vague. One thing however that the 
money was supposed to finance was soi^e P-T boats. The "Crusade lasted about 
three months and was a failure and RC says that he lost about $10,000 on the 
deal in expenditures for which he was never reimbursed. He believes that all 
that was raised vas’ about $4,000 and that SAS pocketed so-r.e cash contributions.

When SAS first came to RC he said he vas active in smuggling men into the 
underground in Cuba. SAS vas later deposed as the local front leader and replace 
br l^OUIS PaW^L , who is a very fine man. • . 

SAS mentioned GUY BArrinSTER several times In general conversation but he 
dosen*t remember dn vhat conneetdon* Be never saw them together. He remembers 
that SAS once had an office on Camp St. and La:fe>*ctte St. by the old post office 
It vas on the corner and there is a restaurant dc-^ns tairs. 

RC knows nothing about training camps or arms caches, but SAS once told hlr 
that on one occasion he (SAS) had driven a truck-load of "plastic cx2)losivc3 f: 
Houna, La. /to Kev Orleans. SAS said he had to do It because no one wanted to 
drive the truck. This incident occurred prior to RC*s meeting SAS.
